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be described as a political organ of the local OUH/Meinick (Organization 
of Ukrainian Nationalist s/Melniclc faction) organization and strongly 
rightist in view. It is not known what outlet there is for the publication, 
except for the editor and publisher, KOBYLARSKY , who seems to use his home 
address as the address for the newspaper . Other Curitiba Ukrainian - 
language publications are those published by the local Basilian Fathers 
and theological students, PRATSYA , TSVTHKUR and BDZHILKA.
